Only two of the ehote took 
eflect, one striking Kellam in the groin 
Bod the other in the fleshy part of the 
right thigh. Ssay fled from the house 
with the revolver in his hand as soon as 
Kellam fell, and in a few moments a 
great crowd of curious and excited people 
gathered in and about the house. 


The particulars of the shooting are 


about as follows: John Seay, who is a 
man of about 38 years of age, has a san 
named Willie who ia very impudent at 
times and always very tongney. He and 
Kellam were seated at the supper table, 
and both were "kidding" each other 
about the price of a horse. Kellam, who 
was slightly under the influence of liquor, 
talked back at the boy and some sharp 
but harmless words were passing between 
them when Seay came in from the office 
to get his supper. It was plain that he 
was intoxioated and disposed to be quar- 
relsome He heard Kellam and Willie 
talking back lo each other, and Seay told 
Kellam to let the boy aloce. Some word* 
passed between the two men, when Willie 
told his father that there was no trouble, 
and to keep quiet, but Seay WBB angry, 
and his talk was BO ugly that Mre. Ja- 
cobs told him he would have to keep still 
or leave the table, as she would not per-

In 
a huff 8eay got up and said he could go, 
but would not return. He jerked a hand- 
kerchief out of his pocket as he did so, 
thus exhibiting anger. He passed into 
the offioe at the side door. At the same 
time Kellam left the table, and entered 
the office through the hall door. As Kel- 
lam entered, followed closely by Mrs. 
Jacobs, he saw Seay standing near the 
counter with a revolver in his hand. 
Fearing injury because of the sharp 
words at the table, Kellam rushed toward 
Seay to prevent him from shooting; but 
the distance between (he two men was 
too great, and Ssay tired at Kellam 
quickly, five reports being fired. Kellnm 
reached fcteay, but was powerless to con- 
trol him, as the first shot struck him in 
the groin, but he retained his feet until 
he reached the dining hall, where he fell, 
Seay in the meantime going out into the 
street through the front door. Kellam 
bled profusely and was borne to the back 
porch through the kitchen. He Jost a 
great quantity of blood, his pantaloons 
being entirely saturated and one shoe 
filled with blood. Dr, W. J. Weyl ar- 
rived and gave the man immediate at- 
tention. Subsequently Dr. Walston and 
Dr. Harsha arrived. The cigar makers 
had Kellam removed to St, Mary's Hos- 
pital) where he was mode more comfort- 
able. He was resting reasonably well to- 
day, with a slight fever. The bullet that 
struck him in the groin passed through, 
but the one which struck the thigh is 
still in the flesh, and gives the wounded 
man more pain and trouble than the oth- 
er wound. Dr. Weyl will probe for the 
bullet this afternoon, 


BEAT'S CAPTUBE. 


Sheriff Foster, Marshal Mason, and 


other members of the police force, imme- 
diately after getting news of the shoot- 
ing, started out in search of Seay, who 
was last seen going down past the gas 
works on Jackson street, in the direction 
of the timber. Officers Hardy and Bailey 
went down through the Howell pasture, 
past the tray factory, and as far south as 
the slaughter bonces, but could get no 
tidings of the fugitive, People gathered 
on the street corners and discussed the 
shooting. Darkness came and still Seay 
was at liberty. Willie SBBJ was jailed 
by Marshal Mason, and through him the 
officers got a clew which finally led to 
the capture of the fugitive. They learned 
that during the afternoon Seay had been 
driving about the city in company with 
Mrs. Joseph Harris and some young lady, 
The boy intimated that possibly his father 
might go to Harris' dwelling at 602 East 
William street. At about 10 o'clock the 
Sheriff, Marshal Mason, and Officers 
Hewes and Bailey with Amos Imboden, 
surrounded the Harris dwelling and pro- 
ceeded to go through the house. Sheriff 
Foster and Officer Hewes went in through 
the front door and hall into the sittiug- 
room, and as they did so two men went 
out into a rear room. Mrs. Harris and a 
man named Wheelock remained in the 
room. Foster went into the rear room 
when, the two men who had preceded 
him passed back into the sitting-room. 
Mrs. Harris then went back where the 
Sheriff was, and when questioned about 
Seay said he was in the sitting-room, His 
clothing didn't tally with the description 
received by the officers and they were 
puzzled about his identity. They knew 
he wore a brown vest, but his coat was 
buttoned up. Foster ordered Seay to 
stand up when the Sheriff threw back the 
coat and then knew he had the right man. 
Seay made a dive for his pocket, but the 
sheriff anticipated the movement and cot 
there first, hauling out the loaded revol- 
ver and extra cartridges the pocket con- 
tained. 
The prisoner then owned up 


that he was Sesy. The prisoner's asso- 
ciate was Bill Deoker, a stranger, who 
had exchanged his coat and hat with 
Seay, thus doing what he could to aid in 
his escape, and making himself liable to 
prosecution as being accessory to the 
crime after the fact, for he knew that 
Seay had shot Kellam. Both men were 
taken to the jail and locked up. 


Sear eaid he shot Kellam because he 


was abusing his boy, and that after he 


did the shooting he fleet south, and after- 
ward came up town, walked through dif- 
ferent streets, and finally went to the 
Hartis residence. He claimed that he 
kept dark because he feared mob violence, 
but that he would have surrendered to 
any officer that would guarantee him 
pnteetinn, 


Keilum states that the murderous as- 


sault upon him WBB entirely unprovoked. 
Ha is a young unmarried man, aged about 
3 ', who came here from Chicago two or 
three weuks ago. 


btay served in the Union army, as a 


private in Go. G, 14th 111. cavalry. He 
was wounded, and lately received pension 
money amounting to 84,000. He owns a 
fine span of bay horsea, and a stock of 
clothing, boots and shoes and peddler's 
goods generally. He has been here sev- 
eral weeks, but many years ago worked 
on the streets when Georse Dempsey was 
superintendent. 


Seay and Decker will have their pre-

Bill Decker was also fixed for businesF,

and the people were considerably excited 
until a late hour. 


Seay feared mob violence but there 


was no disposition on the part of any- 
body, so far as known, to string him up 
to a lamp post.

The Surviving Generals. 


PlittadeltiMa limes. 


The only two great commanders 


_ow living who faced each other in 
making the thrilling and crimsoned 
annals of the late civil war are Gen- 
eral William T. Sherman and Gene- 
ral Joseph E. Johnston. Grant met 
uee, Joseph and Sidney Johnston, 
Seauregard, Buckner, Bragg and 
Pemberton in battle, as chief com- 
manders, and of them Joseph E. 
Johnston, Beauregard and Buckner 
survive. 


Meade, who met the terrible shock 


of battle at Gettysburg, was borne 
to the City 'of the Silent within a 
short time of the imposing Southern 
pageant that committed the dust of 
Lee to the mother dust; and Thomas 
and Hood, who fought the last great 
battle of the war at Nashville, both 
sleep the dreamless sleep of the dead. 


Sherman and Johnston alone re- 


main of the great commanders who 
locked horns with each other in the 
flame of battle. 
Their campaign 


from Chattanooga to Atlanta, and 
from Atlanta to the sea, was the 
most brilliant of the war, and they 
are the only two great commanders 
who are left to sit down and talk 
their battles over, as they often do 
in the heartiest good fellowship. 


Of the many commanders of the 


heroic Army of the Potomac, none 
remain with the single exception of 
General McClellan. Scott, McDow- 
ell, SBurcside, Hooker, Meade and 
Grant, who in turn commanded that 
magnificent army, have all gone to 
join the great majority, and Long- 
street is the only one of Lee's great 
lieutenants who lingers with the liv- 
ing. 
Jackson, Hill, Ewell and Stu- 


art, who were in every great conflict 
of the Army of Virginia, rest with 
their great chieftain of Arlington. 


Joseph E. Johnston and G. T. 


Beauregard are the only surviving 
Confederate commanders who led 
great armies to battle, and they are 
whitened by the 
frosts of time. 


Johnston has been in Congress, and 
is now at the head of the National 
Eailroad Bureau, while Beaur?gard 
is bartering his fame in the market- 
place where lottery swindlers rob the 
multitude.
